- California During April; Richmond | 
Increase 1s Shown in Coast Report SC et ee 


A total of $40,527,579 in ‘building 
permits issued during. April in 59 
cities of the Pacific Coast is shown 
in the monthy building survey is- 
sued yesterday. An analysis of the 
figures. shows a marked increase in 
building in Washington and Arizona, 
but a seasonal reduction in the 
other five states comprised in the 
survey, chiefly noted in California. 
Of the 69 cities, 23 showg gains for 
April over March, 32 show April of 
last year, 41 show gains over April 
of 1922 and 17 show gains over three 
previous periods. 

The Los Angeles total of $18,224,- 
668 shows a 23 per cent reduction 
from the: March figures and 13 per 
cent under those of last April. Nine 
munic@palities of sthe Los Angele 
metropolitan area report a reduction 
of 19 per cent from March and a 9 
per cent reduction from last April 
but an increase of 9 per cent over 
April of 1922. 

Ss. F. SHOWS GAIN 

San Francisco’s total of $5,036,673 

for April is 8 per cent greater than 
the March total, 28 per cent greater 
than that of April, 1922, but shows 
a 2 per cent reduction from April 
of jJast year. The 13 municipalities 
of the San Francisco bay area, as 
a whole, show a 1 per cent reduction 
from .March but a 10 per cent gain 
over last April and 38 gain over 
April of 1922. 
“Portland reports $2,519,275 for 
April, a 22 per cent reduction from 
March, a very slight reduction from 
last April but a 39 per cent gain 
over April of the preceding yaer. 

Seattle’s total of 
April shows an 8 per cent gain over 


March, 8 per cent over last April | Fulletron 


and a 42 per cent increase over 
April of 1922. 

Oakland, reporting $2,457,592, shows 
a 15 per cent reduction from the 
March figures but a 15. per cent, in- 
crease over April of last year and 
a 32 per cent increase over the. pre-

‘ SAN DIEGO INCREASES 
San Diego reports remarkable gains 
with 4an April total of $1,567,783 
which is 95 per cent greater than the 
March total, 85 per cent greater 
than that of last April and 90 per 
cent over April of 1922.

290 for April shows a 36 per cent 
gain over March, 21 per cent over

Harry 
Indorsby and Walter C. Hooper, also 
alleged to have been members of the 
counterfeiters’ ring of whieh Ed- 
wards confessed to having been the 
leader, pleaded not guilty and will 
be tried later. 

Edwards said in his confession in 
court Friday that he and the other 
defendants Jearned the art of coun- 
terfeiting while prisoners at McNeil’s 
Island prison. 
have circulated a large quantity of 
exeellently counterfeited ten and 
twenty dollar Federal Reserve cur- 
rency bills.
